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1. PRES PASTRANA, IN AN OCT 3 TV REPORT TO THE NATION, ATTRIBUTED 
THE RECENT BOGOTA BUS STRIKE TO THE ACTIVITIES OF SUBVERSIVE GROUPS 
AND TO "ORGANIZED ANARCHY". HE THANKED ALL SECTORS OF COLOMBIAN 
SOCIETY FOR SHOWING SOLIDARITY WITH THE GOVT, NOTING THAT FACTORY 
WORKERS, GOVT OFFICIALS AND STUDENTS WENT ABOUT THEIR BUSINESS 
DESPITE THE ATTEMPTS TO "HURL COLOMBIA INTO UNCERTAINTY AND CHAOS". 
HE EXPRESSED SPECIAL GRATITUDE TO THE ARMED FORCES. 

2. IN AN APPARENT REFERENCE TO CHILE, PRES PASTRANA CASTIGATED 
THOSE WHO "THOUGHT THEY COULD CARRY OUT STRANGE EXPERIMENTS - 
AND LEAD OUR LAND ALONG THE SAME DANGEROUS PATHS OF EXPERIMENTS 
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3. IN THE SAME ADDRESS, PASTRANA ALSO STATED THAT THE CRIMINAL 
GROUPS (GUERRILLAS) WHICH HAD BEEN OPERATING IN ANTIOQUIA DE- 
PARTMENT HAD BEEN ALMOST COMPLETELY LIQUIDATED, WITH THE DEATH 
OR CAPTURE OF OVER 40 SUCH PERSONS IN THE LAST 2 WEEKS. 

4. PASTRANA REFERRED TO HIS GOVT AS ONE OF DIALOGUE, BUT ONE THAT 
WOULD NOT NEGOTIATE UNDER THREATS OF FORCE WITH SECTORS OUTSIDE 
OF THE LAW. RETURNING TO A FREQUENT PASTRANA/CONSERVATIVE PARTY 
THEME, PRES SAID THAT HE WOULD "SPARE NO EFFORT TO HAND OVER A 
NATION AT PEACE, IN CONCORD, IN PROGRESS AND JUSTICE." 

5. COMMENT: PRES PASTRANA'S ATTRIBUTION OF THE BUS STRIKE TO THE 
ACTIVITIES OF SUBVERSIVE GROUPS APPEARS TO BE AN OVERSTATEMENT, 
POSSIBLY ENGENDERED BY THE ELECTION YEAR DESIRE OF THE PRES AND 
HIS PARTY TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR ABILITY TO LEAD COLOMBIA'S ORDERLY 
TRANSITION FROM NATIONAL FRONT GOVT TO FULLY OPEN ELECTIONS IN 
APRIL. 

6. WHILE THE LEADERSHIP OF SOME TRANSPORT WORKERS UNIONS IS 
RATHER FAR TO LEFT OF COLOMBIAN POLITICAL SPECTRUM, UNIONS' STRIKE 
COORDINATING COMMITTEE CUT ACROSS POLITICAL LINES. FURTHERMORE, 
THERE WAS NO INDICATION THAT STRIKE WAS MOTIVATED BY POLITICAL OR 
SUBVERSIVE PURSUITS, BUT RATHER BY TRADITIONAL TRADE UNION 
INTERESTS, I.E. HIGHER WAGES AND IMPROVED WORKING CONDITIONS, 

AND BY FAILURE OF GOC AND EMPLOYERS TO INCLUDE WORKER REPS IN THE 
AGREEMENT REACHED THE WEEKEND SEPT 29-30 WHICH PROVIDED FOR AN 
INCREASED SUBSIDY TO BUS OWNERS BUT NOTHING FOR DRIVERS. FINALLY, 
WHILE VIOLENCE WHICH OCCURRED WAS SPARKED BY THE STRIKE, THE 
PERPETRATORS WERE UNIV STUDENTS WHO APPEAR ALWAYS READY CREATE 
HAVOC AND RESIDENTS, PARTICULARLY YOUTHS, OF POORER SECTIONS 

OF BOGOTA, WHO WERE MOST AFFECTED BY LACK OF TRANSPORTATION, 
RATHER THAN BY UNION MEMBERS. 
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
